He was intro- 
duced to his audience as an old jail- 
bird who had epent two years in Rus- 
sian jails and a further period in 
French prisons. The prince asserted 
that imprisonment is not an effective 
force in deterring crime.

Jalled In England 


Percy S$. Kelly (Gets Six Weeks Hard | 
for False Pretences 


Kelly Raised Bank Robbery Cry in 
Gleichen Two Years Ago See | 
Readers of the Cans will remem- 
ber that in the fall of 1911 one 
Sunday evening a young English 
man, who was a clerk in the Trad- 
era Bank, named Perey 8. Kelly, 
created quite a lot of excitement by 
racing out the back door of the 
bank with a revolver shouting for 
help and robbers. Dr. Hughes ran 
up the lane and captured Kelly for 
the robber, Explainations followed 
and Kelly continued his race and 
howling until he reached Manager 
Wilson’s residence where he said 
the bank was being robbed and fell 
in a faint on the floor, Recovering 
Kelly flourished his revolver and 
pointed it at Mra.Wilson and others 
ina very wild manner. Afterwards 
he said that returning from church 
and entering the bank that night a 
man caught hold of him and after 
a struggle with him got out the door 
and ran off. 

However,all this would now seem 
a fuke in the light of the appended 
article which appeared in a news- 
paper in England. Many here 
thought he was a “‘little peculiar,” 
but it may be that he was only 
looking for notoriety — and six 
weeks’ hard labor may give him all 
of it that he desires. 

The article reads as follows: 

“Victimising clergymen apnears 
to be the favorite form of fraud 
practiced by Perey Seymour Kelly, 
a well-dressed young man, who at 
Whitenill (Hants) was sentenced 
to six weeks of hard Inbour. He 
was charged with having obtained 
food and lodging by false pretences 
from the Rev. B. G. O’Rouke, an 
army chaplain at Bordon Camp. 
Mr. O’Rouke stated that he met 
Kelley when the latter was motor- 
cycling through the camp. He said 
he was a Canadian clergyman, and 
the chaplain of a militia regiment 
in Canada. Mr. O’Rouke intro- 
duced him to another army chap- 
lain, by whom he was put up for 
the night. He promised to address 
the local C. EK. M.S. on his work 
in Canada, On the following day 
Kelley was found, apparently un- 
conacious, near a motor-eycle at 
Headley, He said he had met with 
an accident and had been robbed 
of Stand a watch while he was 
unconscious. Mr. ©’ Rouke found 
him lodgings and gave him food 
until he went away. 

Sergt. Clark said Kelly deseribed 
himself asa clerk in holy orders at 
Gleichen, Alberta, Canada. ‘There 
was no truth in the story of the 
robbery, and A warrant was issued 
for Kelly’s arrest. When taken 
Into custody at’ Aldershot he said, 
“Tt ie all lies T told you about los- 
ing the money. T’am not a clergy- 
man,’’ Supt. Reuben said Kelly 
was the son ofthe late superintend- 
entof the Prudential Assurance Co. 
at Haywards Heath. In March 
1908 he was an office boy in’ the 
loreal council offices, and on being 
discharged he was apprenticed toa 
firm of tailors in) Walworth-rd. 
There he obtained an officer's uni- 
form, and, going to Wellington 
barracks, had the guard turned out, 
After that his indentures were ean- 
celled. 

He arrived with two ladies in a 
motor car at Cuckfield Union, at- 
tired as a minister, last July, and) 
asked to be allowed to inspect the 
house, Permission, however, was 
refused, He went to Gosport, 
where le preached a sermon at the 
garrison church. At Landport he 
conducted part of the service one! 
Sunday, and read a portion of the 
burial service ata funeral. Through 
an Officer of the Hampshire Regt. 
he obtained a motorcycle, on 
which he rode through the county, |

Thore have been several instances in 
England of women highwaymen who 
have met with almost as much success 
as the redoubtable Dick Turpin and 
Claude Duval. There is Moll Cut- 
purse, for instance, who from being an 
ordinary pickpocket or purse thief-—in 
thoso days long purses were worn at 
the girdle, and Molt becamo an expert 
at cutting them and filehing their con- 
tents, hencp her curious nicknome—-de- 
veloped into a daring night rider. She 
frequented Hampstead Henth and re- 
lieval many wealthy conch travelers of 
the'r valuables, 

Bho -vorked single-handed, dressed 
and rode like a man, and, although sho 
was captured on several occasions, 
managed by extensive bribes to prevent 
the appearance of witnesses. She ulti- 
mately died in her bed at the venerable 
age of 74, 

Anne Holland was born in a slum of

Ultimately sho married a 
man named James Wilson who devel- 
oped into a clever footpad, and when 
his crimes she 
promptly took to the road herself. She 
obtained much property of value, and 
was regarded in those days as a female 
demon, for sho thought nothing of 
shooting down those who resisted her 
in the dead of night. She was, how- 
ever, ultimately captured and hanged.

HONORS LOYALISTS 


REV. R. 8. FORNERI BUILT 
CHURCH TO THEIR MEMORY. 


Beautiful Edifico of St. Alban the 
Martyr at Adolphustown Was Erect- 
ed Through the Efforts of Well 
Loved Pastor of tho Parish—Is a 
Brilliant Scholar, but Has a Retir- 
ing Disposition. 


With the right to sign his namo nae 
the nobles do, thera lives in Kingston, 
Ont, in a humility whieh is nlmost 
weakness, & clergyman who has braing 
far heyond the avernge scholarship, and 
a charm of manner whieh this genera: 
tion enlls ‘‘the charm of the old 
#chool,! lie is known as the Rev. 
Richard Sykes Forneri, M.A., B.D., and 
he has never risen to a high place im 
the church beeause Le has persisted im 
remaining in the background, content 
with the adoring affection of parishion- 
ers who, rightly enll him ‘‘saintly.’’ 

Mr. Forneri is the son of the late Dr 
Forneri, an Italian of high birth, whe 
held the chair of Moderns at Varsity, 
in the days of Dr, MeCaul, and college

contemporaries tell us that ‘‘Fornert 
never eaw tho outside of a Greek gram- 
mar till six months before his matric, 
but he headed the honor list.’’ After 
his graduation he went in for Divinity 
at Trinity, and it was his good pleasure 
to champion the late Provost Whit- 
taker, when controversy raged round 
that clerie’s High Churchmanship. ‘*On 
my reputation as a Low Churehman,’”? 
Mr. Forneri has often declared, ‘‘T 
never saw the cloven hoof of the Sear- 
let Woman any where near the Provost 
in all my days at Trinity.’’ And he 
declares it with the sight foreign ac- 
cent, which, mingling with a touch ‘of 
the brogue he got through an Irish 
strain, makes his speech delightful. 

As an instance of the way the man 
who does not advertise is often allowed 
to blush unseen it has been noticeable 
that amid all the freshly roused inter 
est in the U, E. Loyalists there bas been 
no mention of the work done by: Mr. 
Forneri in Adolphustown, Fairly push- 
ed by his Bishop into that parish, which 
though in the country, is an endowed 
rectory, Mr, Forneri found little heed 
being paid to tha place where so man 
of the Loyalists settled and his sensi- 
tive soul was greatly troubled over the 
neglect of the Loyalists’ burying 
ground. Inaction was impossible and 
this priest, who looks so absurdly like 
a Roman ‘‘father’’ that the little R. C. 
boys invariably cap him, talked and 
wrote and worked, with the result that 
the beautiful church of St. Alban: the 
Martyr, full of memorials of the dead, 
stands near Quinte’s shore, overlooking 
the landing place of those who fled from 
the flag of Revolution to the flag of 
JAberty; and the churebyard, with. its 
monuments, shows signs of reverent

Yorkshire's Chimney. 


Halifax has a famous mill chimney 
built by a gentleman keenly interested 
in architecture, It was no Mr. Wain- 
house who built this huge stone octagon 
chimney and ‘provided it with a hand 
some stone top. A. staircase twined 
round the shatt and inside the stone 
tower, and came out on a baleony at 
the top. Above the baleony n colon 
nade supported a massive domed top 
The chimney was never used, for Mr, 
Wainbouse sold hia dyeworks before it 
was comploted, ‘This Octogan ‘Tower 
stands on the edge of the Calder Vailey, 
and is a atriking landmark for miles, 

Veat Riding folk ealled it ‘* Wain 
house's Folly.’’ hey could not under- 
stnnd anyone spending money to make 
a mill chimney handsome, Mr. Wain- 
house also spent a huge amount in add- 
ing to his cottage property handsome 
railings, good porches, and well-designed 
chimneys. One row of humble houses 
has a gallery, towers, nnd bridges 
worthy of a college, The Octagon Tower 
is considered by some judges to be the 
finest piece of architecture in the town, 


Wonderful Feat of Navigation. 


A remarkable feat of navigation has 
been accomplished by Captain Charles 
Charleton, who sailed the Liverpool 
ship Harold, a vessel of 1,299 tons, 
laden with wheat, into Queenstown Har- 
bor a few days ago. Captain Charleton 
had brought his ship from Australia, a 
distance of 15,000 miles, without the aid 
of a single officer, Efforts to find ofti- 
cers at Adelaide, Melbourne, and Syd- 
ney all failed, and the captain had no 
alternative but to set out for England 
with a crew—all but two of whom are 
foreigners ignorant of navigation,
